RULES 


Second-class trains run daily, except Sundays and holidays. 

Conductors and engineers will be held responsible for the 
safety of their trains. 

Trains must not be backed up without a trainman on the 
last car, nor at night without lights on rear car. 

When a train stops at any point, except a station, a flagman 
must be sent out at once to a distance of two hundred feet, to 
protect the train from any following train. 

When a train is run in sections, each section must maintain 
an interval of at least three minutes from the preceding 
section. 

Conductors must report their trains to Dispatcher at all ter- 
minals and the Mesa, and obtain a clearance from Dispatcher. 

Gravity trains consisting of one car must be supplied with 
a flagman, who must ride at the brake, which is on the rear 
of the car. Gravity trains consisting of two or three cars 
must have an operator on each car. 

Gravity cars must not be run in sections of more than 
three cars. 

Yard limits between Mill Valley and Lee Street. But no 
train movement not scheduled herein may be made without 
procuring proper clearance from Dispatcher. 

Trains, Engines, Motors and Gravity Cars must not exceed 
schedule between stations. 

Extra Trains, Engines, Motors and Gravity Cars will be 
moved on main line only on written train orders. 

All Gravity Cars must come to a FULL STOP at No. 7 
bridge, and then proceed very slowly to Lee Street, where 
Gravity Cars must stop and report to the Dispatcher. 

All trains will make a running brake test on leaving each 
terminal, and will slow down to five miles an hour before re- 
leasing, and gravities will come to a complete stop? 

All sections of trains except the last must give one long and 
two short whistles when passing another train, and this signal 
must be answered by two short whistles. The last section 
will give no whistle signal when passing. 

After dark white lights must be displayed on end of the 
train in the direction in which train is moving. A red light 
must be displayed on the end of train in the direction from 
which train is moving. 


Warning Signals must be given at all crossings and obscure 
curves. 

All Time Card Meets are Positive Meets. 

No employee nor passenger is permitted to ride on a loco- 
motive excepting the Master Mechanic, without written au- 
thority from the undersigned. 

Gravity cars hauled up hill at rear of engines shall not be 
used for carrying passengers except upon special authority. 

Switches not in the process of being used should be set for 
the main line. 

Care should be exercised to see that Derailers are properly 
used to protect cars standing on grades. Also Gravity cars 
not in use should be locked 'with switchlocks at brakes. 

Passing track at Mesa and Lee Street must not be blocked 
by empty equipment. 

Trains designed to leave Muir Woods at any particular 
hour should stay up at the old Inn, properly protect them- 
selves until ten minutes before leaving time and then go down 
to Muir Terminal. 

Conductors on Mountain trains should count passengers 
on leaving Mill Valley and report the number to the Dis- 
patcher at Tamalpais on arrival at the Mesa. They should 
also inform him of the number of passengers moving from 
the Mesa to Muir Woods. 

Any articles found at the Tavern, Muir Inn, on the trains 
or any part of the road must be turned into the General 
Office, 536 Phelan Building, with a full explanation con- 
cerning same. 

All employees of this Company in the mechanical, roadway 
and operating departments must pass an examination as to 
their fitness for employment. Dr. J. J. Spottiswood, Mill 
Valley, is the local Company Physician. 

Trainmen and Enginemen will be assigned for duty by 
P. G. Sanborn, Master Mechanic. 

Ticket reports and ticket collections should be addressed 
to G. S. Corkery, Tavern of Tamalpais.
